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Species Election 

1 . Claims 1 -26 are pending. 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed inventions: 

Applicant is required to elect a method of controlling adhesions by providing one 
specific set of human recombinant phage antibodies (e.g. antibody to TGF-p1 as recited 
in claim 3) to one specific set of growth factors, or mannose-6-phosphate, or 
transglutaminase inhibitors (see claim 3). 

It is not clear whether claim 3 is drawn to mannose-6-phosphate and 
transglutaminase inhibitors or anti-mannose-6-phosphate antibody and anti- 
transglutaminase inhibitors antibody. It is further noted that claim 3 lacks proper 
antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter "mannose-6-phosphate, and 
transglutaminase inhibitors". Appropriate correction is required. 

Applicant is required to elect a species from above AND to further elect a species 
from the following: 

A) not including the steps of adding growth factors, other medications and 
therapeutic substances, 

B) including the steps of adding growth factors, OR 



C) including adding other medications or therapeutic substances.

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If applicant elects (C) . then applicant is required to elect one specific medication 
or therapeutic substance (e.g. a protease inhibitor as recited in claim 22 or an agent 
disclosed on page 5 of the instant specification). 

Should applicant acknowledge that theses species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
species to be obvious to one another or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. 

These species are patentably distinct because their structures, physiochemical 
properties and/or mode of action are different, and they do not share a common 
structure that is disclosed to be essential for common utility. Further, the examination of 
these species would require different searches in the scientific literatures; as such it 
would be burdensome to search these species together.
